TAX CONSIDERATIONS 


The following is a summary of certain aspects of 
the taxation of the Partnership which should be considered 
by a potential purchaser of a Limited Partnership Inter- 


est. However, particularly in view of the complexities of 
the income tax laws applicable to partnerships (especially 
multi-tier partnerships) and securities transactions, and 
since no attempt is made herein to summarize the tax treat-— 
ment of securities transactions, a person considering in- 
vesting in the Partnership should consult his tax advisor 
in order fully to understand the’ federal, local and 
foreign income tax consequences of such investment in his 
particular situation. No representation is made as to the 
tax consequences of the operation of the Partnership. 


Federal Income Tax Considerations 


The following is a summary of certain aspects of 
the taxation of the Partnership and its Partners which 
should be considered by a potential purchaser of a Limited 
Partnership Interest. It ig based on the Internal Revenue 
Code (the "Code"), regulations promulgated under the Code 
("Treasury Regulations"),/ court decisions and published 
rulings of the Internal/ Revenue Service as in effect on 
the date of this Memorandum. The Partnership will not 
request any rulings from the Internal Revenue Service. A 
court might reach a contrary conclusion with respect to 
the issues addressed if the matter were contested. In 
addition, future legislative or administrative changes or 
court decisions may significantly change the conclusions 
expressed herein, /and any such changes or decisions may 
have a retroactive effect with respect to the transaction 
contemplated herein. 


Characterization of the Partnership. The 
Partnership has received an opinion from its counsel, 


Lowenstein, Sandler, Brochin, Kohl, Fisher and Boylan, 
P.C. that it will be characterized as a partnership for 
federal income tax purposes. However, this opinion will 
not be binding upon the Internal Revenue Service or the 
courts and the Partnership has not sought, and will not 
seek, a ruling from the Internal Revenue Service with 
respect to its status as a partnership for federal income 
tax purposes. If it were determined that the Partnership 
should’ be classified as an association taxable as a 
corporation: the taxable income of the Partnership would 
be subject to corporate income tax when recognized by the 
Partnership; distributions of such income, other than in 
redemption of a Limited Partnership Interest, would be 
treated as dividend income when received by the Partners
